NAVAJO TRIBAL CHAIRMAN SPEAKS TO CIVIC CIUBS 

Mr. Paul Jones has been guest speaker at several civic 
clubs recently. So far these engagements were at towns 
on peripheral of Reservation; as, Gallup, New Mexico 
and Holbrook, Winslow and Flagstaff, Arizona. 

Mr. Jones discussed for these civic organizations Nava¬ 
jo industrial development. Recently the Tribe appropri¬ 
ated $300,000 to promote this program. In general these 
funds would be for promotion of industries on or near 
Reservation. However, funds can be used anywhere in 
the states of New Mevico, Arizona, Utah and Colorado. 

The ever increasing Navajo population is the reason 
for this industrial plan. At present there is not sufficient 
employment on Reservation to meet the needs. The re¬ 
cognized fact that Navajos are excellent in use of hands 


was mentioned. Such would possibly make them desirable 
employees for industries using this ability.

FROM THE BRANCHES 

Education: 

As of December 1955 there were 24,612 enrolled. 
This is an increase of 2,424 children over this time last 
year. 

The Navajo Tribal Scholarship Committee will meet 
July 10, 1 1 and 12, 1956. This meeting will be at Win¬ 
dow Rock, Arizona. At this time applicants for aid for the 
1956-57 school year will be interviewed. Also the award 
of scholarships will be made. 

Law and Order: 

706 criminal and 46 civil cases were handled during 
December 1955. Collection of fines, etc., by the courts 
amounted to $6,186. The Navajo Police maintained order 
at 144 public meetings. Six motor vehicle wrecks were 
reported during December. One person was killed in these 
wrecks. 

Relocation: 

1 1 7 persons are included in applications approved for 
relocation. These applications have been sent to the field 
offices. This number included 25 single men and 23 
families. 331 persons have applications which are in 
process of being approved. This group includes 50 single 
men and 68 families. 56 individuals were relocated dur¬ 
ing the month of November. 

Moisture Record: 

During the month of December there was .34 inch of 
moisture. Ten inches of snow fell in forest areas 8000 
feet elevation and above. 

Land Management: 

During December 326 cattle were sold in the western 
section of reservation.

Nine adult meetings were held. The subjects discussed 
were soil fertility, cattle production and marketing, vege¬ 
table storage and better farming through conservation 
practices. 

The Agricultural Conservation Program for 1955 is 
95 per cent completed. Contracts for this program for 
1956 have been copleted. Planning and program work 
for 1956 have been completed in most areas. Program 
and Planning has been completed for 1600 acre water 
spreading area. This is to be used for flood-irrigation 
farming. Also flood-irrigation for 10,000 acres of range 
has been completed. This is to be done by spreaders. 

Five water wells were completed during December. 
Contracts were let for three additional wells. 

Cleaning of irrigation canals is under way. This in¬ 
cludes repair and replacement of structures. 

Tribal: 

Audit for 1955 fiscal year is completed on Tribal En¬ 
terprises. It showed that five enterprises were operating 
at a profit. Three were operating at a loss.

Mr. Franklin is especially remembered for his philoso¬ 
phy which he published in "Poor Richards Almanac.

Peyote is obtained from a cactus plant which grows 
in South Texas and Northern Mexico. It is used by some 
Indians in religious rites. Previously it has been classi¬ 
fied as harmful and not mailable.

To accommodate the children Flagstaff will need ad¬ 
ditional classroom space. This will be provided from 
federal funds. The federal government will also pay full 
per capita cost for each child under this plan.
